He re- 
linquished his official connection 
last October, but continued to ad- 
vise officers of the organization. 
He was 29 years old and had start- 
ed in life as a burglar. ~* 

On the night he was shot he had 
left the. Fairgrounds Hotel, where 
he was residing. and had driven 
south {n Spring avenue.

The indictment came quickly 
after disclosure that the prohibi- 
tion department had completed 
the roundup of a gigantic liquor 
syndicate whose operations have 
extended from coast to coast for 
the last several years.

Q. Johnson, United States Attorney 
as a chemist of international repu- 
tation, formerly of Paris, who came 
to the United States to develop a 
process whereby sub-standard al- 
cohol and oils approved by the 
Federal Bureau of Prohibition 
were redistilled and made avail- 
able for beverage purposes,

the Government alcohol were 
seized during the investigations.

HONOLULU, Feb. 10.—Sheriff 
Patrick Gleason, ex-officio Coro- 
ner of Honolulu, said yesterday he 
had been induced to call an in- 
quest and new autopsy on the 
body of Mrs. Marion Sevier by the 
réceipt of a letter last Jan. 20 
from Maj. W. C. Whitmore of the 
United States Army Medical 
Corps. 

Mrs. Sevier, who died in August, 
1928, left to her husband, Col. 
Granville Sevier of . the Sixty- 
fourth Coast Artillery, an estate 
valued at $700,000, which ‘she in- 
herited from her mother, Mrs. 
Riette Shainwald, New York, who 
died in 1925. Investigations into 
Mrs. Sevier’s death have delayed 
settlement of the estate. 


Maj. Whitmore, who attended 
Mrs. Sevier at the army hospital 
during her tast illness, said in the 
letter his diagnosis of nephritis 
and enlarged heart at the time of 
death was based on what he had 
been told of an illness from scar- 
let fever in the woman’s early life. 
Since then, the Major said, he 
learned other physicians who ex- 
amined Mrs. Sevier eight years 


sence of nephritis and heart dis- 
ease at that time. Maj. Whitmore 
said he had been given to under- 
stand the scarlet fever had caused 
heart trouble during that time. 


“TI was not in possession of the 
above facts until recently and 
since they tend to throw a differ-+ 
ent light on the case, I believe a 
Coroner’s inquest should be held 
to determine as accurately as pos- 
sible the cause which induced in 
a comparatively young woman in- 
terstitial nephritis and rapidly en- 
larging heart,” Maj.

There has been but one definite 
report from the eight physicians 
at the autopsy filed to date. Parts 
of Mrs. Sevier’s body were taken 
to the mainiand for examination, 
.as facilities for studying body tis- 
sues were not available- here. 

Col. Sevier advised the Sheriff 
he was anxious to co-opérate with 
authorities and gave -permission 
for a second autopsy on the body, 
which ig in a vault awaiting ship- 
ment to the mainiand when Se- 
rvier’a tour of the Hawallan  de- 
partment of the army expires.

Americans Holding Out for 135,- 

000 Tons of Aircraft Carriers. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb.-10.—The Amer- 
ican delegates to the naval con- 
ference are standing pat on their 
claim for 135,000 tons of aircraft 
carriers, as opposed to the British 
proposal that tonnage be limited 
to 100,000 for the United States 
and Great Britain. 

The United States possesses 66.- 
000 tons now. Her position is 
that aircraft carriers are in the 
experimental stages and that an 
additional tonnage of only 34,000 
will not be sufficient ta get the 
full value out of the experiment. 

Prime Minister MacDonald, itn a 
statement to the House of Com- 
mons today, said that progress was 
being made all along the line in 
the conference.

“We are nearing agreement on 
the difficuities relating to the 
method of the limitation of naval 
armaments which for years has 
been a stumbling block to progress 
in the preparatory commission of 
the League of Nations.”’

lives. 

The peculiar arrangement dates 
from the sale of the ground on 
which the Coliseum was erected in 
1908. The McNearys, not wishing 
to be subject to the vicissitudes of 
the realty and amusement business, 
had their leases so drawn as to pro- 
vide the maximum return during 
their lifetimes. It was not neces- 
sary for them to provide further, 
as neither brother had an - heir. 
Their interest in the Cave property 
had been inherited from an older 
brother, Thomas McNeary. 

J. F. McNeary was born in St. 
Louis, and in his early years went 
on steamboat expeditions up the 
Missouri River into the Northwest, 
where the plains were then swarm- 
ing with buffalo. He engaged in 
railroad construction work in In- 
dian Territory and elsewhere in 
the Southwest, before going into 
business with his brothers here. He 
was of strong physique, and _ in 
good health until a few weeks ago. 

Uhrig’s Cave, originally a series 
of vaults for storage of beer, was 
built by Franz Joseph Uhrig, Ba- 
varian brewer, in 1852. He built 
a dance hall above the ground, and 
this developed into the summer 
garden. Under the McNearys, reg- 
ular seasons of light opera were 
conducted, with an occasional 
flight into grand opera. Maude 
Lillian Berri and Frank Moulan 
were principals in the later years 
of the Cave.

Plane Appears to Hang in’ Midair 
Over Forest Park in Safety Exhibit 


Pilot Demonstrates How Curtiss Tanager, 
‘Winner of $100,000 Guggenheim Prize, ° 
Can Land in Limited Area. 


An unusual flying demonstra- 
tion was held over Forest Park 
yesterday afternoon when the Cur- 
tiss Tanager, winner of the $100,- 
000 prize in the recent safe plane 
contest conducted by the Guggen- 


|heim Foundation, was put through 


its aerial paces by Pilot Harry Og- 
den, one of the Army round-the- 
world’ flyers. | 

The Tanager is to be one of the 
exhibits at the international. air- 
craft show, which opens at The 
Arena next Saturday night, and 
was flown to the old’ air mail field 
opposite Forest Park Highlands 
yesterday to demonstrate its abil- 
ity to land in a limited area. 

With Cliff Henderson, general 
manager of the air show, as a pas- 
senger, Pilot Ogden took off from 
Lambert-St. Louis Field shortly 
before 3 o’clock. On arriving over 
the Forest Park Field Ogden per- 
mitted' the engine to idle and the 
plane appeared to thousands of 
spectators on the ground ‘o literal- 
ly hang in mid air. 

The Tanager actually was sct- 
tling to a landing much after the 
manner of a bird seeking a perch. 
As the *ship neared the ground 
Ogden opened the throttle and the 
ship responded immediately, 
climbing in a steep bank. Reach- 
ing an altitude of 2000 fest Og- 
den nosed the ship earthward in 
a series of short spirals then 
straightened it out and repeated 
the hovering maneuver. The Tana- 
ger settled gracefully to the fieid 
and halted after a brief run along 
the ground. 

The Tanager is a three-seated 
cabin biplane departing from the 
conventional design by the addi- 


— 


tion of three safety devices—a~ 


floating aileron, automatic wing 
slots, and controllable wing flaps. 
' The floating aileron differs from 
similar control surfaces on other 
planes in that it at all times as- 
sumes automatically a position 
parallel to the air currents set up 
by the motion: of the plane in 
flight. The ailenon is mounted on 
the tip of the lower wing, where 
its operation does not disturb the 
lifting characteristics of the wings. 
In this manner effective aileron 
control is obtained at all times. 

The “slot” control on the lead- 
ing edge of the upper wing is au- 
tomatic, operating in a manner 
similar to the Handley-Page slots 
developed in England. The flaps in 
the back of the wings are not au- 
tomatic, being operated by means 
of a crank at the pilot’s side. The 
flaps are designed to increase the 
“lift” of the wing. 


Through the automatic function 
of the wing slots and floating 
ailerons the Tanager was landed 
repeatedly during the safety con- 
test from a height of 200 feet 
with other controls in_ positions 
which would have thrown the or- 
dinary plane into a dangerous 
“spin.” | 

When the plane appears: to be 
hanging in the air it -really is 
traveling at qa speed of about 35 
miles an hour, extremely slow mo- 
mentum for an airplane. The en- 
gine is the Challenger, the same 


type used in setting the world’s en- | 


durance flight record by the St 
Louis Robin at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field last summer. Top speed is 
115 miles an hour. Gross weight 
of the ship, with pilot, passengers 
and fuel, is slightly less than 3000 
pounds.

Calvin Coolidge in Florida — 
- Calls Trip ‘First Vacation’ 


Former President Just Taking It Easy—De- 
clares His Status as Fisherman Is 
Greatly Exaggerated. 


(Copyright, 1930). 


Calvin Coolidge, forfher President 
of the United States, sat quietly in 
the lounge of the Lakeside Inn to- 
day, smoking a cigar through 2 
long white’ holder and reading a 
magazine. 


. Be was relaxed, contented and 


obviously enjoying his vacation. 
There were no secret service men 
around. Mrs. Coolidge, attired in 
white, sat a short distance away, 
conversing with several women 
friends. 

The former President seemed 
neither surprised nor annoyed 
when the correspondent introduced 
himself and sat down for half an 
hour’s chat with him. He agreed 
to be quoted—to the extent, how- 
ever, of only 22 words. 


politics, business or the issues of 
the day. 

He talked about vacationing, 
fishing, what he reads (he has a 
strong leaning toward history), the 
sights that have impres#ted him in 
Florida, the iliness of William 
Howard Taft, whom he esteems 
highly, and Edison’s effort to 
evolve a plant that will produce 
rubber in this country. 


First Real Vacation. 


Coolidge has no plans for the fu- 
ture. He is enjoying a real vaca- 
tion and his health is “fine.” 

He looked physically fit. His 
face is slightly tanned, his eyes 
bright and his step brisk. He has 
been resting, sight-seeing, motor- 
ing. and taking long strolls, very 
often alone, in the village. After 
dinner each evening he sits quietly 
in the lounge of the hotel, smoking 
or chatting with a few friends. He 
has few engagements. In a phrase, 
he is “taking it easy.” 

The former President explained 
that he never really had a vaca- 
tion until he got out of the White 
House. When you are Presiient of 
the United States you taks your 
work with you. Even when you go 
on a vacation the office staff is 
along. You have with you, foo, 
that sense of heavy responsibility. 

“If you do your work right you 
don’t have to worry, but if you do 
your work wrong you have to 
worry,” said Mr. Coolidge. 

He agreed to be quoted on that 
observation which is a summation 
of Coolidge philosophy. , 

Much of Mr. Coolidge’s time is 
now devoted to reading. Unlike 
the late Woodrow Wilson, who 
liked a good detective story, Mr. 
Coolidge leans toward history. He 
has no favorite historical charac- 
ter. He reads the better type of 
magazine and a few favorite news- 
papers. When he first went to 
Washington he _ virtually had to 
give up reading, his time was so

It was inter- 
esting to learn that this insurance 
company would not insure Calvin 
Coolidge at the age of 17 because 
he was of too slight a physique. 
They accepted his policy a few 
years later, however. 

Mr. Coolidge has been’ greatly 
impressed by the beautiful country 
in and about Mount Dora.

Immediately after he had pre- 
sented the measure, Wheeler as- 
serted in the Senate that there had 
been a “break down” in law en- 
forcement. 

Wheeler, who voted for prohibi- 
tion in Montana, was challenged by 
Senator Sheppard (Dem.), Texas, 
the sponsor of the eighteenth 
amendment, who said jhat the dry 
law has been a “gratifying and 
most tremendous success.” 

The resolution proposing the in- 
quiry was referred to the Judiciary 
Committee. Wheeler said he would 
“press for early action.” 

The Wheeler resolution 
posed: 

“That the Judiciary Committee 
is authorized and directed, 

“1. To investigate the activities 
of the Bureau of Prohibition in 
the Department of the Treasury 
and all matters in any wise per- 
taining to the enforcement of the 
prohibition laws of the United 
States and, 

“2. To report to the Senate as 
soon as practicable the results of 
its investigations, together with its 
recommendations, if any, for nec- 
essary legislation.” 

Walsh (Dem.). Massachusetts, 
asked Wheeler whether he had de- 
termined the attitude of the Pro- 
hibition Bureau toward the reso- 
lution. Wheeler said no. although 
he presumed the bureau was op- 
posed to it. 

Wheeler also said he had not 
conferred with other members of 
the Senate on their views. Shep- 
pard gave notice that in permitting 
the reference of the resolution to 
the committee he did not sub- 
scribe to any of the many declara- 
tions contained in the preamble of 
the resolution. 

Unanswered Charges.

Whereas, we have had 
upon the statute books of the 
United States for the past 10 
years laws prohibiting the manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicating

Whereas, charges that officers 
of the Government throughout 
the country have been and are 
being corrupted, and that special 
favors are being granted to cer- 
tain individuals to violate the 
law, charges and countercharges 
have been and are being flung 
back and forth by employes of 
the Prohibition Bureau, and, 

Whereas the Commissioner of 
the Bureau of Prohibition has 
réfused to furnish members of 
the Senate with copies of re- 
ports made by investigators in 
his department to either prove 
or disprove the charges, and, 

“Breakdown of Prohibition.” 

Whereas, many of our liead-

ARIZONA AND CALIFORNIA FAIL 
TO AGREE IN POWER DISPUTE 


They Are Apart on Interpretation 
of Boulder Dam Act; Con- 
ference Ends.

PHOENIX, Ariz., Feb. 
tri-state Colorado River confer- 
ence, which convened here last 
Thursday, ended yesterday in at 
least temporary failure. 

W. J. Donovan, chairman and 
representative of President Hoover, 
announced Arizona and California 
commissioners were unable to agree 
on interpretations of a clause in 
the Boulder Dam act defining the 
manner in which the power ques- 
tion should be determined. The 
parley was recessed subject to the 
eall of the chairman, who left by 
airplane for the East and said he 
would submit a full feport of the 
proceedings to Secretary of the In- 
terior Wilbur. - 

California contends the question 
of power allocation and _ rates 
should be determined by the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, while Ari- 
zona took the stand that power 
questions under the act must be 
settled through a tri-state compact 
between Arizona, Nevada and Cali- 
fornia, the three lower-basin 
states. 

Arizona's viewpoint was sup- 
ported by New Mexico, Utah, Colo- 
rado and Nevada.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The 
nomination of Charlies Evans 
Hughes to be Chief Justice was re- 
ported favorably to the Senate to- 
day by the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee by a vote of 10 to 2.

voted against the favorable report 
on Hughes. The nomination went 
before the Senate laté today. 

Immediate consideration of the 
nomination of Hughes was blocked 
by Senator Blease (Dem.), South 
Carolina. 

Until the comonrpittee action there 
had been no indication of opposi- 
tion to Hughes for the post. 

His selection met with wide- 
spread approval in Congressiona! 
circles, many members of the 
House and Senate issuing state- 
ments indorsing the decision of the 
Chief Executive. 

Singularly enough Hughes was 
chosen to succeed the man who 
years before had appointed him to 
an Associate Justiceship on the 
Court. ,

Senator Norris said he had

Trial by. jury, 
of which Thomas Jefferson said that it is “the only 
anchor ever imagined by man by which a Govern- 
ment can be held to the principles of its constitution,” 
is the foundation of our liberties. Except for chat

Co-operation of cities in building terminals to hasten Mississippi River development 
praised by Gen. Ashburn; from Minneapolis-to Mobile, facilities are springing 
up; St. Louis’ investment more than $1,500,000; growth of Federal barge service 
largely responsible; progress shows faith of valley citizens in future of stream.

N recent testimony before the House 
| Appropriations Committee, Gen. Ashburn 

of the Inland Waterways Corporation 
praised the ce-operation given by the cities 
along the inland waterways served by the 
Federal barge line as “the most interesting 
and encouraging thing that has happ« ned.” 
“Wherever we have wanted water termii- 
nals,” he said, “these cities have gone into 
it to a degree that is astonishing.” He 
cited these illustrations: 

“Minneapolis built a termina] at a cost 
of around $540,000. St Paul has built a 
terminal at a cost of around $400,009. Du- 
buque has built a terminal at a cest of 
about $350,000. Rock Island has voted a 
bond issue and is about to build a terminal 
costing $450,000. Burlington built a ter- 
minal costing $300,000. There is invested 
in terminal facilities at St. Louis more 
than $1,500,000; at Cairo, $350,000. Mem- 
phis has invested $1,500,000 in terminals. 
The little town of Helena, Ark.. with 3000 
population, has built a terminal costing 
$350,000, and is paying for it itself. Baton 
Rouge has a $250,000 terminal At Vicks- 
burg there is perhaps $150,000. There may 


be $7,000,000 or $8.900.000 invested in New 


Orleans. At Mobile there are $10,006,000 
invested in facilities, and at Birmingham, 
$350,000 to $400,000,” 

These investments in river terminals, with 
one or two possible exceptions, have fol- 
lowed and resulted from the inauguration 


i 


of the Federal barge service and constitute 
impressive proofs of the valley cities’ faith 
in that service and its permanence. During 
the early years of the barge line operations 
the laek of modern or adequate water ter- 
minais at the river ports proved a serious 
handicap. 

The response to the appeal for better fa- 
cilities was rather meager at first—perhaps 
because of a popular fear or impression 
that the barge line experiment would be 


short-lived and the natural reluctance in 


that view to make large investments for 
a merely temporary benefit. But the ad- 
vocates of river transportation kept bam- 
mering away for better terminals up and 
down the river; the barge line justified its 
continuance by proving its usefulmess: and 
within comparatively short space the need- 
ed terminals began to make their appear- 
ance.

Nosing about in second-hand 
book shops is a joyful game for 
those who like to play it, for you 
never can tell what may come to 
light when you open the next dingy 
volume and peek inside the cover. 
| Generally, of course, nothing hap- 
pens, for it is astonishing how 
many people with nothing to say 
have sgid it anyway and often at 
great length. But even. though 
nothing happens, the mounting 
mood of expectancy is delightful, 
and a lucky moment now and then 
is sure to pay for many luckless 
hours. For instance, what if you 
should find a dog-eared volume of 
Shakspeare, of no special value in 
itself, but with the signature of 
old Kenneth Mackenzie-on the fly- 
leaf—Mackenzie who was “King of 
the Upper Missouri River” in the 
1830's! And what if some dusty 
book on the Boer War should prove 
to be a presentation copy signed by 
Generals Viljoen and Cronje while 
in exile on the Island of St. Hel- 
ena!

Mastered Balancing a 
Meal Is Easy. 


-. Most of the foods we eat belong 
to either the alkaline ash or the 
acid ash group. 

One of the principles of a prop- 
erly balanced diet is to include 
enough of the alkaline to balance 
the acid. 

However, in order to be able to 
keep the amounts in the right pro- 
portion we must know which are 
which. 

The foods that form an acid ash 
in the process of digestion are 
bread, cereals, eggs, meat, fish and 
chicken. 

Because these form acid does 
not mean that they are not good 
fodds. They have their place, and 
a valuable place, in the makeup of 
the daily diet. It is only necessary 
to see to it that a plentiful supply 
of the foods of the other groups 
are included to prevent an excess 
of acid in the system. 

The foods that form an alkaline 
ash, are potatoes, dried beans, 
melons, especially muskmelons, or- 
anges, Jemons, bananas, beets, car- 
rots, almonds, reisins, cabbage, 
milk and all fresh fruits except 
cranberries and plums. 

A larger proportion of these al- 
kaline foods should be used than 
the acids in planning a meal. Note 
that oranges and lemons, which 
are acid are not in the acid ash 
group. This is because the acids 
of these fruits are properly oxid- 
ized by the body in the process of 
digestion and they leave an alka- 
line ash. The same is true of 
grapefruit, limes, tomatoes, rhu- 
barb, strawberries, etc. 

Other foods which do not form 
either an acid or an alkaline ash 
in digestion make up.the rest of 
the foods ordinarily used. Includ- 
ed in these are butter, cornstarch, 
sugar, tapioca and cream.
